He 
was sitting up with Mrs. Bader at 

1:30 a. m., listening to a radio pro- 
gram, when the fatal attack oc- 
curred. . 

He is survived by his widow and 
one son, Circuit Judge Arthur H. 
Bader. The funeral will be held 
Monday at 2 p. m. at Kron chapel, 
2707 North Grand boulevard. 

Retired at End of 1930. 

Mr. Bader retired at the end of 
1930 from the office of Clerk of 
the Cireuit Court for Criminal 
«‘auses, which he had held for 12 
years. He probably could have 
been nominated and elected for a 
fourth four-year term in this of- 
fice, but he decided dast summer 
not to seek renomination, the rea- 
son being that his son, then serv- 
ing as Circuit Judge by appoint- 
ment, was on the ticket. 

“The Republican party has been 
good to me,” he said at the time, 
“and I must show my apprecia- 
tion, and not do anything that 
would weaken the ticket. Some 
voters might not like to see two 
Baders on the ticket.””. The son 
was nominated by an ample mar-

Declines to Comment on 
Testimony in Investiga- 
tion of Legal Eethics in 
Bond Transaction.

He declined to say 
anything about what had _§ trans- 
pired within. | It was expected that 
he would refuse to tell of the nego- 
tiations througp which he recov- 
ered the bonds, as he has refused 
to testify before the grand jury on 
the ground that. a statement might 
tend to incriminate him.

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INSURANCE FIR 
DENES PART IN 
RECOVERING LOT 


J. A. Luhn, Officer of 
National Says Myers Act- 
ed Independently of It. 


By a Staff Correspondent of. the 
Post-Dispatch. 
BALTIMORE, Md., March 13.— 
In an interview here John A. Luhn, 
vice president of the Fidelity & 
Deposit Co. of Maryland, declared 
that his company did not partici- 
pate in any way in the negotiations 
or transactions having to do with 
the return of $822,000 of bonds 
stolen from thé safety deposit boxes 
of the Grand National Bank of St. 
Louis, and did not authorize any- 
one to represent it in that connec- 
tion. 
He denied particularly that Jo- 
seph L. Lemon, St. Louis lawyer 
and member of the Missouri Legis- 
lature, who was instrumentai in 
the recovery of the bonds, was act- 


> 


a attorney for the insurance 
company. 


As has been told the Grand Na- 
tional Bank paid a reward of 
$140,000 for the return of the 
bonds, of which $15,000 was said 
to have gone to Attorney Lemon. 
The Fidelity & Deposit Co. had in- 
sured the bank against loss by 
robbery up to $150,000. Luhn said 
that whatever activity Emmett M. 
Myers, the company’s resident vice 
president in St. Louis, undertook in 
behalf of the recovery of Ahe se- 
curities was without authorization 
from the company and not as an 
agent of the company but actually 
as an agent of the bank. 

Myers Called in January. 
Luhn, who is in cRarge of the 
claim department of the Fidelity 
& Deposit Co. related the circum- 
stances of a visit to his office by 
Myers in January, the exact date 
of which he did not recall. ‘“Myers 
was in the homé office on business 
and I did not understand that the 
bond robbery had anything to do 
with his visit,” Luhn said, “when 
he came to see me he was alone 
and I am sure no one else accom- 
panied him to Baltimore. He told 
me he had been informed by a 
well known St. Louis lawyer that 
the bonds could be recovered if the 
bank would pay the reward and 
that the bank had asked him to 
assist in the matter. He said that 
for the benefit of the bank and 
th owners of the securities he 
would like to do anything he could 
legitimately to help. 

“IT toldghim the company was not 
interested in the matter and would 
not take part.in it, but that if he 
wished to go ahead as a private 
citizen without involving the com- 
pany and with assurance the law 
would not be violated, I had no 


been | 


objection. 

“It seemed to me it was the 
bank’s business, not ours, t® try to 
get the bonds back. The bank 
stood to lose heavily if it should be 
held liable for the losses of its 
box holders who had filed suits to 
recover, Our only chance to gain 
was that we might obtain a refund 
of part of the insurance we had 
paid the bank. But first the bank 
had to recover all its loss. 

“Myers Agent of Bank.” 

‘For some reason, I don’t know 
why, the bank was not willing to 
conduct the negotiations itself and 
asked Myers to do it. He was the 
agent of the bank. 

“I never heard of Lemon. until 
I saw his name in a newspaper a 
few days ago. If Myers employed 
him it was on his own account and 
net in behalf of our company, for 
this office has never authorized his 
employment. 

‘“‘Myers is a highly respected citi- 
zen of St. Louis and we have the 
greatest confidence in him. He was 
interested in trying to save others 
from heavy losses.” 

Concluding the interview he said 
he wished it understood that the 
insurance company did not contrib- 
ute in any way to the undertaking 
which resulted in the return of the 
bonds.

The same day, in the afternoon, 
Myers went to the Grand National 
Bank and told President Ed Mays 
he had a “report” that the bonds 
could be recovered for $200,000. 
Mays said the price was “out of all 
reason” and that he would. not pay 
it, asking Myers the source of his 
information. Myers replied that he 
could not disclose his source. 

“Tl had made Foristel the prom- 
ise I would not tell anyone until 
after the thing was carried out,” 
Myers explained to the authorities, 
adding that there was a specific 
understanding between Foristel, 
Lemon and himself that Mays 
would not be told. : 

About two weeks later, Foristel 
telephoned again. There was a 
third meeting in Foristel’s office. 
The subject of conversation was 
not made clear hy Myers. 

At any rate, late in December or 
early January, Myers called at the 
Grand National Bank on his way 
downtown and was told by Mays 
that the bank would pay $140,000 
for the return of these bonds, in- 
cluding attorney’s fees. 

The same day Myers made a 
fourth and last visit to Foristel’s 
office and told the lawyer the bank 
agreed to pay $140,000. Lemon was 
not present, 

Early in the series of confer- 
ences, Myers said, Foristel assured 
him that the recovery of the bonds 
for.a reward would be legal. 

Consulted George H. Williams. 

In December Myers consulted a 
lawyer, former United States Sena- 
tor George H. Williams, told him 
about the transaction and received 
an opinion that “it would be no 
violation of the law.” © 

During December and January, 
Myers had conversations with 
Lemon in the insurance company’s 
office in the Pierce Building. At 
first Lemon said the plan was to 
deliver the bonds in Chicago, and 
suggested they be delivered to one 
of the big banks up there. 

“No particular bank was men- 
tioned,” Myers said. “It was to be 
a large bank and they were to be 
delivered to a safe deposit depart- 
ment. The bank was to have a list 
of the bonds and were to check 
them. ~I was to pay the $140,000 
to Lemon. 

‘I told Lemon the simplest thing 
to do was to deliver them to St. 
Louis. Later he came into my 
office and said the bonds should 
be delivered in St. Louis.” 

Myers Rented Safety Box. 

AS negotiations progresseé, 
Myers rented safe deposit space in 
the First National Bank, a com- 
partment containing five tin boxes. 
His recollection was that he rented

On Jan. 15 Myers went to Balti- 
more where he discussed the trans- 
action with higher officers of his 
company and obtained opinions of 
approval from company attorneys 
and the approval of John Luhn, 
vice president in charge of claim 
adjustments.

Foristel in- 
sisted he would have no dealings 
with Alexander in this case, and 
added that only Myers could talk 
to him about it for the insurance 
company.

Lemon appeared carrying “a fair- 
sized package wrapped in paper 
under his arm,” and said, “Here 
are the bonds.”’ 


$65,000 Cash Handed to Lemon. 


Myers checked the bonds against 
an alphabetic list supplied by the 
Grand National Bank and ascer- 
tained” that the *package contained 
all the bonds listed under the let- 
ter “P,” worth $128,000. Myers 
handed over the $65,000 in cash 
and Lemon promised to appear 
with the remainder of the bonds 
the next day. 

That afternoon, Myers said, Mays 
brought to Myers’ office the re- 
maining $75,000 of the reward, 
which had arrived from a corre- 
spondent bank in Chicago. 

Myers recalled that Mays drew 
the money from an overcoat pocket 
and said, “Here is the money. Do 
you want to count it?’ and he re- 
plied, “I take the amounts shown 
on the wrappers as being correct.’’ 
* Myers did not communicate with 
Lemon in the meantime and on 
Thursday, Jan. 22, about 1 o’clock, 
met the lawyer again in the safety 
deposit vault. He did not recal] 
who got there first, but related 
that Lemon had the remainder of 
the bonds, about $700,000 worth, 
in a suitcase, “‘a large, old rickety 
affair,’ and they spent three hours 
checking over the securities against 
the bank’s list. 

Myers handed over the money at 


4 o'clock, 15 packages of $5000 
each, and Lemon put them in his 
pockets. So far as Myers observed 


Lemon had no bodyguard, nor. did. 
the insurance man have one ‘in 
carrying the money from his office 
to the bank. 

Myers said he had an under- 
standing with Lemon that he would 
bring part of the bonds on Wednés- 
day and receive part of the money, 
but declared he did not know why 
this arrangement was made. He 
did not remember whether he 
asked Lemon who the man was 
from whom he received the bonds, 
but recalled that Lemon said he 
brought them from outside the 
State. * 

Myers Kept No Records. 

Myers said he kept no record of 
the various meetings and confer- 
ences because “they did not seem 
to be of significance to me.” 

Asked if he was sure Lemon was 
“o k and on the up and up,” Myers 
said: “I took it for granted he 
was. I had no reason to think 
otherwise. I was to do nothing 
but give him the money after I 
got the bonds. I did not see any 
occasion to be suspicious. I had 
no interest in it except to get the 
bonds back.” 


The only securities missing when 
he made his check were the stock 
certificates, Myers said, explaining 
that Lemon had told him in one of 
the early conversations that the 
stock certificates had been de- 
stroyed. He did not know, he said, 
what fee Lemon would deduct from 
the $140,000. Foristel, in the last 
of the four conferences, had agreed 
that $140,000 including attorney's 
fees was a fair price, Myers said, 
and did not participate in any sub- 
sequent conferences. 

Of the deliverey of the stolen 
bonds to President Mays on Feb. 
20, almost a month after the recov- 
ery, when Mays announced the fact 
to the police, Myers said: o 

‘“‘Mays never went to the bank 
until the Friday morning I deliv- 
ered the bonds to him. I told him 
I had the bonds and they were all 
there, and he told me to keep the 
bonds safe until he called for de- 
livery of them. 


‘In Touch With Charles G. Revelle. 


‘T then left the bonds in my 
safe deposit box at the First Na- 
tional Bank and did not see or 
hear any more from Mays until an 
article was published in the news-

After the rob- 
bery Alexander paid the claim and 
the policy was canceled. 


Tells of Earlier Confereuccs. 

Telling ef earlier conferences 
about recovery of the stolen bonds, 
Myers said he visited the bank last 
July fer the first time to see Mays. 

“Mays asked me to come out,” 
he related. ‘He said he was con- 
sidering offering a reward for the 
arrest of the burglars and recovery 
of the bonds. I said, ‘We will pro- 
ceed in proportion to the company’s 
interest and the bank's interest. If 
it is $100,000 ‘and our proportion

Foresees $75,000,000 Shortage. 

Dearmont said the reduced in- 
come rates recommended by the 
committee and the defeat of the 
franchise tax bill would mean a 
decrease in revenue from that esti- 
mated by the Survey Commission 
of between $46,000,000 and $50,- 
000,000 in the 10-year period. He 
directed a mention also to the fact 
that he recommended expénditures 
were $30,000,000 in excess of the 
revenue the commission estimated 
would be produced by the original 
bills. The total shortage of reve- 
nue from that required to carry out 
the commission program, he said, 
would be between $75,000,000 and

By a series of questions *Bates

CAPONE. AID INDICTED 
FOR U. 5. TAX DODGING 


Louis Lipschutz ‘Accused by 
Chicago Jury of $38,- 
789 Fraud.

CHICAGO, March 13.—The Gov- 
ernment today scored another ad- 
vance in the warfare against in- 
come tax dodgers in the camp of 
“Scarface Al” Capone when the 
Federal grand jury returned an in- 
dictment against Louis Lipschutz, 
brother-in-law of Jake Guzik, Ca- 
pone’s first lieutenant. 

The. indictment was for evasion 
of $18,000 taxes on an income of 
$175,000 in 1927 and evasion of 
$20,789 taxes on an income of 
$282,200 in 1928. 

Goyernment agents are seeking 
Lipschutz. While actually a mem- 
ber of Capone’s gang, he dealt 
mostly for himself in marketing 
alcohol for moonshiners. 

Guzik, who married a sister of 
Lipschutz, is under sentence of 
five years in the penitentiary for 
evasion of income taxes. 


Chicago- Drops Charges Against 
Reputed Capone Gunman.

CHICAGO, March 13.—Jack Mc- 
Gurn and Tony Accardo, both re- 
puted machine gunners for Al (Ca- 
pone, were freed of charges of car- 
rying concealed weapons today. The 
charge against MeGurn was dis- 
misssed by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Wilkie Ham after he had ‘in- 
formed Criminal Court Judge Hall 
that no further evidence against 
the “public enemy” was found.

HOUSE ENGROSSES 
ST. LOUIS POLICE 
HOME RULE’ BILL 


Substitutes Mayor’s Subor- 
dinate for Governor as 
‘Controlling Power Over 
City Department. 


By .the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 13.— 
A police “home rule” bill for St. 
Louis, abolishing the present State 


control.of the Metropolitan Police 
Department through appointment 
of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers by the Governor, and substitut- 
ing control of the department 
through a commissioner appoint- 
ed by one of the Mayor's subardi- 
nates, was engrossed by the House 
this afternoon without a dessenting 
vote. The bill now goes on the 
House calendar for passage. 

This measure, said by its back- 
ers to be the “official” home rule 
bill of the Republican organization 
in St. Louis, creates a Police Com- 
missioner as head of the depart- 
ment. The Commissioner would be 
appointed by the Director of Public 
Safety, who is an appointee of the 
Mayor. The bill provides that the 
Commissioner may be removed by 
the Director of Public Safety “with 
or without cause.” 

Representative Parker of St. 
Louis, who called up the bill for 
engrossment, said it had been in- 
dorsed by both the Republican and 
Democratic City committees of St. 
Louis. The bill was introduced and 
backed by the St. Louis del-gation 
in the House. 

Parker said the city charter of 
St. Louis now authorized appoint- 
ment of such a commissioner, but 
the section had been inoperative 
because ,of the State law placing 
control of the department in a 
board appointed by the Governor. 
If the home rule’ bill should be 
passed and be sf{gned by the Gover- 
nor, the charter provision would 
become operative, Parker said, and 
the Board of Aldermen would 
merely have to pass an. ordinance! 
to put home rule into effect. 

The House recently passed a po- 
lice home rule bill for Kansas City, 
which is backed by the Pendergast 
Democratic organization in Kan- 
sas City. That bill has gone to the 
Senate.

3. Appointment of a people's 
counsel to assist the Tariff Com- 
mission. 

4. Direct reports by the Com- 
mission to Congress, under rules 
prohibiting legislative changes 
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not germane tothe subjects cov- 
ered in such reports. 

The report of the Costigan Com- 
mittee declared that the Smoot- 
Hawley law was: “in large part the 
product of discredited log-rolling 
methods and bankrupt statesman- 
ship.” Attention was called to the 
fact that the President signed it 
over the protest of more than 1000 
of the country’s leading economists 
and the objections of many 
thoughtful business men. Through 
the workings of the law, the, re- 
port said, an already bad indus- 
trial situation had been made im- 
measurably worse and new burdens 
had been laid on the farmer. 

‘The progressive program,” said 
the report, “looks to the inaugura- 
tion of scientific tariff policies, the 
soundness of which may properly 
be tested ‘by proven benefits to 
farmers, wage workers and the 
consuming public.” 

Jobs and Industry. 


The committee on unemployment 
and ndustrial stabilization, of 
which Senator La Follette (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, was chairman, recom- 
mended: 

1. Public machinery of plan- 
ning and control, to prevent un- 
employment. | 

° An extra session of Con- 

gress if a survey to be made by 

a subcommittee indicates that 

prompt legislative action is need- 

ed to relieve distress. 

3. A co-ordinated national sys- 
tem of employment exchanges— 
a system that would already be 
in effect, the repert said, except 
for the President's “unjustifiable 
veto” of the Wagner bill. 

These were among the definitie 
suggestions in a report declaring, 
in general, that the leaders of in- 
dustry had failed the country in 
the present crisis and that legisla- 
tive steps must be taken to substi- 
tute “some semblance of order for 
the anarchic and irgesponsible con- 
duct of industry.” 

The report asserted that many 
public and charitable funds were 
on the verge of exhaustion. Hence 
“conditions much worse even than 
those now prevailing appear to be 
unavoidable.” To meet the prob- 
lems of the present emergency, the 
report continued, full use must be 
made of the resources of Federal, 
State and local covernments. 

“There is no longer any ques- 
tion,”’ the committee found, “that 
the conduct of business cannot be. 
left to blind chance, and that every 
effort must immediately be made 
to subject the vicissitudes of finance 
and industry to a planned and con- 
structive program. 

Subcommittee on Distress. 


The committee provided for the 
appointment of a subcommittee to 
make a rapid survey of unemploy- 
ment and distress in cities and rural 
districts. If the findings of this 
subcommittee ‘“‘should reveal the 
necessity of such action, a special 
session of Congress must be de- 
manded.” 

La Follette today appointed on 
the subcommittee: Isidor Lubon, 
Brookings Institute; Ralph Hurlin, 
Russell Sage Foundation; Jacob 
Billikopf, Philadelphia, Rabbi Ed- 
ward L. Israel, Baltimore; Mayor 
Frank Murphy, Detroit; Lillian 
Wald, Henry Street Settlement, New 
York; Leo Wolman, National Bu- 
reau of Economic Research. 

Other subcommittées, empowered 
to add experts to their membership 
and charged, with the duty of pre- 
senting concrete proposals, are to 
be appointed to deal with the fol- 
lowing subjects: Employment of- 
fices, unemployment reserve or in- 
surance funds, problems involved in 
planning for stabilized industry, the 
place of public works in industrial 
stabilization, increased purchasing 
power and shorter work day and 
week, and the co-ordination of re- 
lief and stabilization activities of 
Federal, State and local govern- 
ments. 


Farming and Utilities. 

Reporting for the Committee on 
Agriculture, Chairman Borah an- 
nounced that it would hold a series 
of conferences dtring the summer 
and early fall. After hearing the 
views of farm leaders, farmers 
and students of the garin problem, 
he said, the committee would seek 
to draft appropriate legislation to 
be laid before the next session of 
Congress.

Thought ‘Old Dad’ Would Remain. 

Seufert, in the Post-Dispatch 
deposition, testified his usual hours 
were from 6 p.m. to 5:30 or 6:45 
a. m. The morning of the burglary, 
he said, he left at 5:15 or 6:20, 
with the understanding that “O) 
Dad,” as Hartnett is familiar! 
known in the neighborhood, would 
remain in the bank until Strozier, 
the porter, arrived. 

“Old Dad was right in the bank; 
he was always in the bank when I 
left,” Seufert testifiéd. ‘He said, 
*You might as well get ready and 
go.” He said, ‘I’m here and I’m 
going to stay here.’ He said he 
was going to stay in the bank.” 

On the other hand, Hartnett tes- 
tified that Seufert departed “about 
20 or 25 minutes to 6; something 
like that.’’ 

“Yes, he told me he was going,” 
Hartnett testified. “He said, ‘I’m 
going home this morning.’ I said, 
‘All right, its up to you.’ Just like 
that. I told him I ‘would be there 
a while.” 


Hartnett Contradicts Seufert. 


Hartnett denied that he assured 
Seufert he would wait until the 
porter arrived. “On week days I] 
waited until Ben came,” he ex- 
plained, “but not on Sundays be- 
cause he didn’t come early on Sun- 
day morning any time that I re- 
member.” 

» Hartnett testified his hours were 
from 7 p. m. to 5 a. m. and that 
he left the morning of the robbery 
“a. short time after 5; I guess may- 
be 7 or 8 minutes.” 

Strozier, the porter, in his deposi- 
tion, said he arrived at the bank 
at about 6:30, leaving a period 
of an hour and a half when the 
bank was without a guard of any 
kind. He said he worked for about 
25 minutes and was in the base- 
ment preparing to leave when he 
was surounded by about six men 
who made him a prisoner. Brit- 
tin, the vault custodian, was seized 
| when he arrived at 9:30, dropping 
in to get a package of cigarettes 
from a carton in his desk, accord- 
ing to his testimony. 

Hired by Ed. Mays. 

Seufert’s testimony was that he 
had worked for the bank a little 
less than a month, being hired 
by Ed Mays, president of the 
bank, and instructed in his duties 
by Gifford J. Herbert, cashier of 
the bank, who was discharged 
after the robbery. 

During the period of Seufert’s 
employment the bank was being 
moved from 505 North Grand 
boulevard to new quarters in the 
Continential Life Insurance Build- 
ing at 3615 Olive street. The heavy 
yault door with its time lock. had 
been moved to the new quarters 
and policemen had guarded the 
bank night and day until three 
days before the burglary when 
Herbert ordered them withdrawn. 

Seufert, with long experience as 
a private watchman, had been out 
of work and his brother, Jack Seu- 
fert, a solicitor for the bank, had 
recommended him to Mays. 


~ Says He Made Thorough Search. 


Seufert declared his job was to 
watch inside the_bank and assert- 
ed emphatically that he had made 
a thorough search of the premises 
immediately before he left on the 
day of the robbery. When he re- 
turned to the bank the afternoon of 
May 25, after the robbery had been 
discovered, he was told by an em- 
ploye of the bank that his services 
were no longer required. 

Hartnett, who described the 
Grand -and-Olive beat as his 
“stomping ground for 30 years,” 
related that he was employed by 
business houses in three or four 
blocks and made his headquarters 
at the Grand National Bank, where 
he had a locker for his raincoat, his 
flashlight, his rainy-weather hat 
and other property. | 

He had a key to the front door 
of the bank, he said, went there to 
rest and wash up, and received his 
telephone calls there. 

“T never left there before 5 
o’clock,” he said. “There were 
days I stayed later; on week days 
if Ben didn’t come I would wait. 
I would say, ‘Ben, I am turning this 
over to you; everything is all right.’ 
On Sundays he didn’t have so much 
work to do; he cleaned up on 
Saturday.” 

Hartnett said he remembered 
distinctly that on the day of the 
robbery, after Seufert left, he went 
to the basement and put his flash- 
light away and left the bank, shak- 
ing the door to be sure it was 
locked before he took a street car 
for home. 

Until a week before the burglary, 
he said, Seufert had no key to the 
bank and was dependent on him 
to open and shut the front door. 
Usually, he said, he admitted Seu- 
fert when he came to work and let 
him out for 15 or 20 minutes dur- 
ing the night to go to lunch. 

Testimony of Negro Porter. 

The porter, Strozier, 
that he ugually came to work at 
about 6 o'clock during the week 
and about 5:15 or 5:30 on Sundays. 
The morning of the robbery he 
arrived about 6:30, he said. “I 
didn’t have much work to do that 
morning, that is why I didn’t get 
down earlier,” he testified. 

When he entered the bank, he 
said, he called “Oh, Mr. Pat.” and 
getting no answer, proceeded to the 


basement where he kept his mop. }. 


He worked on the main floor of the 
bank for 25 minutes, then went to 
the basement again, about 7 
o'clock, put the mop away. He 
had just turned out the lights and

Brittin, the vault custodian, said 
he ehtered the bank with his pass 
key and was descending the stair- 
way to his department when he 
observed that the vault door was 
standing slightly ajar.

He saw three 
men, he said, and was marched to 
the directors’ room and tied to an- 
other chair. 

Brittin said he was bound for 
about an hour and a half and 
heard no sounds at all. It was 
about 11 o’clock, he said, when he 
manageq to get one of his hands 
sufficiently free so that he could 
draw his pocketknife, open it and 
cut his bonds. He then freed the 
Negro, he said, and hurried up- 
stairs to the telephone.

Wilmur, hwo is chairman of the 
Federal Oi} Conservation Board, 
said only the Standard of Indiana 
remained outside the agreement, 
but that difficulties preventing it 
from joining in the program were 
being worked out as rapidly as pos< 
sible. He said the Indiana Stand. 
ard was assisting all it colud under 
its existing business contracts. 

The Gulf Oil Co. and the Stand« 
ard of New Jersey were included in 
the agreement, he said. He alsa 
said he had been advised wnoffi- 
cially the Royal Dutch Shell Co. and 
the Pan American Petroleum Cor. 
poration had said they would co« 
operate much as possible. 

Wilbur pointed out today thera 
was no written agreement between 
the companies or between the com- 
panies and the Government, but 
that the agreement was a pledge of 
each individual company to do all it 
could to curtail imports in line with 
domestic restrictions through pro- 
ration. 

Committce Prepares “Bine Print.” 

What the Federal Oil Conservation 
Board considers a “blueprint” is 
about to be drawn to guide the 
petroleum world from depression. 
Such, in effect, is the opinion of 
board members on the purpose of 
its special committee surveying , 
the country’s oil needs for the six 
months ending Sept. 30. 

Haphazard production without . 
accurate charting of likely needa, 
board members said, is largely re« 
sponsible for the trouble of the 
industry and the existing 600,000,. 
000-barrel stored surplus. 

Control of these problems, said 
Secretary of the Interior Wilbur, 
as chairman of the board, rests 
upon the states. Attempts of the 
Federal agency: to induce leading 
importers to restrict imports vol- 
untarily were termed by him -only 
a small part of necessary work. 

Records of the oil board show 
imports practieally static over the 
last nine years, ranging from 9:2 
per cent of the domestic produc- 
tion to 10.2, with alternating levels 
up and down yearly.

000,000; lubricants, 10,000,000; 
gasoline, 64,000,000; gas and fuel 
oll, 36,000,000. 

American exports were sold 
largely in Continental Europe and 
the Orient, where increasing com< 
petition with Russia is felt. — 

Figures on Domestic Prices. . “ 

Comparative figures on domeastia 
prices for oil at well-mouth in 19395, 
compiled by the board, disclosed 
that the average in the Mid-Conti- 
nent field of Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Texas, where most of the prevailing 
distress is centered, was above the 
average for the country at large, 
but also showed a steady decline 
since 1927. — 

Prices in the nation at large in 
1930 averaged $1.16 a barrel, 
against $1.27 in 1929, and from 
$1.80 to $1.88 ffom 1927 to 192%. 
The Mid-Continent price in 1930 
averaged $1.31 for typical grades, 
against $1.43 in 1929 and from 
$1.98 to $1.39 for the period be- 
itween 1923 and 1927.

—The Senate Committee on Pri- 
vate Corporations, Railroads and 
Internal improvements today fre- 
ported adversely on two bills pro- 
posing to strengthen the power of 
the Public Service Commission by 


authorizing it to inquire into the 
ownership of stock of public utill- 
ties, and to inquire into all transac- 


tions between a public utility and | 
any holding company or affiliat- 


ed company. 

Senator Davis of Kansas City, 
who fmtroduced the bills, served 
notice that at the first opportu- 
nity he would present a motion to 
place the bills on the Senate cal- 
endar for engrossment, notwith- 
standing the committee's action, 
which prevents the proposals from 
going on the calendar unless the

adverse report is set aside. Davis’ 

motion probably will fail, since 

the Senate rarely overrides reports 
of its committees. 

When the bills were introduced, 
Davis requested that they be re- 
ferred to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, but Senator Haymes, 
president pro tem., referred them 
to the Committee on Private Cor- 
porations, Railroads and Internal 
Improvements, 

One of the bills would require al) 
public utilities under jurisdiction of 
the State Commission to report an- 
nuaily the names of all persons or 
corporations holding more than 1 
per cent of the voting stock of utili- 
ties, together with the addresses of 
the stockholders and the amount 
of their stock holdings. 

The commission would be em- 
powered to require any corporation 
holding more than 1 per cent of 
the stock of a public utility to make 
@ sworn statement of the names 
and addresses of the officers and 
directors, their stock holdings, and | 
the names of all stockholders of 
that corporation owing more than 
j per cent of its stock. 

The purpose of this measure was 
to enaWle the commission to in- 
quire into any interrelation of utill- 
ties with affillated companies and 
determine, where necessary, what 
community of interest existed be- 
tween a public utility and an affil- 
jated or holding company. 

The second bill would authorize 
the commission to inquire into all 
transactions between a public util- 
ity and a holding company or af- 
filiated company, and to determine 
the reasonableness of any charges | 
made against the utility company | 
by such companies. The commis- 


sion would be authorized to exam- | 


ine the books and records of such 
Companies. 

This bill also provided that no 
contract made by a public utility 


with any affiliated interest, for | 


management, construction, engi- 
neering or similar service, should 
be effective unless approved by the 
commission, and authorized the 
commission to disapprove such a 
contract if, after hearing, it deter- 
mined the contract was not in the 
public interest.

Japanese Princess was christened 


Yori Atsuko today, the seventh day 
after her birth. Emperor Hirohito 
reported the name to the spirits of 
the Imperial ancestors. 

The name was chosen from the 
ancient Japanese scriptures, Yori 
meaning obedience to heaven and 
Atsuko meaning generosity. to those 
on earth. Princess Yori is the 
fourth daughter of Emperor Hiro- 
hito and Empress Nagako. The 
sovereign is without a direct male 
heir tg succeed him. 

Early this morning the infant 
received a ceremonial bath in a 
newly wrought tub of hinoki (cy- 
press) wood. Several ladies of the 
court were in attendance. In a 
special chamber adjoining the bath- 
room, two historians read in sten- 
torian tones a passage from the 
Nihon Shoki, the ancient history of 
the Imperial House.

The Gary-Becker school bill, pro- 
viding for a minimum educational 
program, was passed within 10 
minutes after it had been called up 
as a special order of business by 
the House yesterday.

It:was too much to hope that a state scourged by 
the dry paychosis as Missouri has been would return 
to reason by, the time the present Legislature met. 
The second Literary Digest poll of last year showed 
the ‘State to be two to one against continued en- 
forcement of the tyrannical dry laws imposed upon 
it when this counsel of perfection was at its height, 
but a Missouri legislator in the open and a ballot 
in the mails are far from being the same thing. 

Nevertheless, reason is returning. The Legislature 
now in session at Jefferson City has refused either 
peal the State dry laws or to let the people do so 
by means of the referendum; but the leaven of an- 
other and more reasonable time is working. There are 
two bills in the session which design amelioration. 
One of them, introduced by Mr. Burton of Howard 
County, proposes to remove the minimum fine for all 
misdemeanors under the liquor laws, some of which 
are as high as $200, and Mr. Elmer of Dent County 
has a bill which proposes to take all liquor offenses 
out of the felony class; That is, Mr. Burton would 
make it possible for the court, if it desired to do 80, 
to assess a penalty for conviction of $1 and costs, and 
Mr. Elmer would mgke all offenses against the State 
dry laws misdemeanors. 

The Burton bill has passed the House, and the 
Elmer bill has gone to engrossment. The Legisla- 
ture is dry, but it is not so dry as it was. It ap- 
preciates that excessive penalties for violation of the 
liquor laws defeat themselves. It was admitted by 
more than one dry Representative that to make the 
minimum for any violation of the liquor laws as 
high as $200 had proved impracticable. Juries re- 
fuse to convict when they consider that the penalty 
is excessive. Moreover, courts are denied all discre 
tion in making the punishment fit the crime, which

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MILLIONS OF RUSSIAN BOOKS. 

At a time when so much is heard of the industrial 
and economic expansion in Russid under the five- 
year plan, it is easy to lose sight of what the Soviet 
rulers are doing for the intellectual welfare of the 
people. Some idea of this is conveyed in the report 
ef publishing activities given in the Soviet Union Re- 
view. The publishing schedule for 1930 was sur- 
passed, it is stated, and almost a half-billion books 
were produced im that year. The magnitude of this 
figure may be grasped in recalling that the average 
annual output of books in the United States, a far 
more literate country, is about 260,000,000. — 

Included in the Russian list are a vast number of 
school books, to meet the needs of the growing edu- 
cational system installed by the Soviet. In addition, 
there are many technical and political works, to help 


train the people in the industrialization of their’ 


country. The purely cultural, however, is not nezg- 
lected. The state publishing house {s putting out 
a “cheap library,” books to sel] at 25 cents each, and

foreign classics and modern literature. Artistic edi- 
tions of the Russian literary masters are being pub- 
lished, and a handsome series of children’s books is 
under way.

At meetings all over the 
country new and old bogks are read and discussed. 

Books are playing a more and.more important part 
in the evolution of Russia as it is transformed from 
the ignorance of medievalism into a literate nation. 
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TWO VETOES AND AN_O. K. 
As Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Hoover was chair- 
man of the 1921 national unemployment conference. 


When the conference had concluded its investiga~ 


tions, he recommended that “an adequate permanent 
system of employment offices be established”’ to re-

‘and still existing. In 1923 and 1924, Secretary Hoov- 


er*headed committees dedicated to the same end. On 
March 7, 1931, he announced his pocket veto of the 
Wagner bill providing foma system of employment of- 
fices, saying he did so to “prevent a serious blow to 
Jabor during this crisis.” 

‘In his campaign speech at Elizabethton, Tenn., on 


Oct. 6, 1928, Mr. Hoover indorsed “local instances 


where the Government n.ust enter the business field 
as a by-product to some major purpose.” Questioned 


later as to what specific instance he had in mind, 


the candidate replied, “You may say that that means 
Muscle Shoals.” On March 3, 1931, he vetged the 


Narris bill for Government operation of the plant, 


saying he opposed the Government’s “entering any 


business the major purpose of which is competition 


with our citizens.” 
Mr. Hoover was elected President on Nov. 6, 1928, 


on a platform pledging “adequate tariff protection to 
such of our agricultural products as are affected by 


foreign competition.” On March 7, 1929, he called 


a special session of Congress because “legislation for 


limited changes of the tariff cannot in justice to 
our farmers, our labor and our manufacturers be 
postponed.” Congress passed the notorious Hawley- 
Smoot tariff law, adding enormously to the protec- 
tion ‘already efijoyed by manufacturing — interests 
whose products the farmers buy, providing few levies 
of value to depressed agricultural regions and con- 
taining the motive for tariff reprisals and embargoes 
by foreign countries. Mr. Hoover signed the bill on 
June 17, 1930, saying that it “gives protection to agri- 
culture for the market of its products and to several 
industries in need of such protection for the wage of 
their labor.”

MR. COOLIDGE’S BOUQUET TO THE SENATE. 

Let us not overlook the bouquet that Mr. Coolidge 
depesitéd the other day on the doorstep of the Sen- 
ate. It is fashionable to denounce that body for its 
frequent attacks of logorrhea, but Mr. Coolidge leaps 
to its defense. He thinks the Senate’s talkativeness 
is a valuable safeguard against the passage of vicious 
legislation. He coined an epigram: “A good measure 
can stand discussion. A bad bill ought to be de- 
layed.” The Senate, says the ex-President, “has al- 
ways contained a body of strong men who were able 
and willing to expose dangerous measures by ade- 
quate debate. . . . Open debate is the only shield 
against the irretrievable action of a rash majority.” 

In writing this, perhaps, Mr. Coolidge was moved 
by a spirit of auld lang syne. For a year and a half 
he was presiding officer of the upper house. Perhaps, 
too, he was slyly prodding the ribs oi Charles G. 
Dawes, whose campaign to change the Senate rules, 
so vigorously begun, is now one with Nineveh and 
Tyre. But in the main he spoke as a student: of 
American institutions. He knows that originally the 
lower house was the more responsive to the people 
and the cockpit of, discussion. Uncle Joe Cannon, 
Czar Reed and, latterly, the ineffable triumvirate— 
Longworth, Tilson and Snell—have transformed it 
into a hidebound political steam roller. The Senate, 
meanwhile, since direct election of Senators, has be- 
come the popular body. The roles of the two houses are 
reversed. It would be in the highest degree unfortu-. 
nate if the Senate were gagged. 
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Here lies the body of the horse-racing bill. For a 
brief time it galloped around the Legislature bearing 
county fairs and 4-H clubs on its back. It had, as the

Silver AsCommodity and Currency : 


Great fall in silver prices proves it to be primarily a commodity; gold, not relative in 
value to any other product, serves most of world as standard; decline in white 
metal causes woe in China, where it is fiscal basis; many cures suggested; largely 
by mining interests; gold standard there would unify world monetary systems.

OLLAR buttons stamped “sterling sil- 
C ver’’ and selling for 5 cents apiece in the 

5-and-10-cent stores are illustrative of 
the fall of silver from its previous high es- 
tate as a precious meal. On Feb. 16, 1931, 
the white metal sold at 25% cents per 
ounce, a record low in its histOry and the 
culmination of a decline that began in May, 
1928. The downward movement has paral- 
leled the general trend of wholesale coni- 
modity prices. 

This development indicates rather con- 
clusively that silver in the new economic 
order is a commodity, bought and sold like 
copper, cotton, wheat and rubber. But the 
status of this white metal as a commodity 
is somewhat complicated by the fact that 
it is used as currency everywhere and that 
it is ‘“‘money” for a large part of the popu- 
lation of the globe, principally China and 
Abyssinia, which are still on the silver 
standard. 

. * * 


For the Western world there exists only 
gold as ultimate “‘money,” which itself is 
not valued but is the basis of value itself. 
Its price is the same year after year in 
every country which is on a gold standard. 
One ounce of gold is worth $20.67, and in 
London, Paris and Berlin it obtains the 
same price on the parity of exchange. The 
price of gold, in other words, is absolute 
and not relative to another commodity. Sil- 
ver, on the other hand, is valued-in rela- 
tion to gold like any other commodity and 
traded on the metal exchanges, where sup- 
ply and demand determine its price. 

Under a previous order during the era of 
bimetallism, the relationship of silver to gold 
was fixed in the monetary laws of the 
various countries at the rate of 16 to l, 
which at that time corresponded ,approxi- * 
mately to the valuation of silver in the 
open markets. However, like any other 
scheme of commodity price fixing, lacking 
control of total production and distribution, 
it proved to be a failure. Subsequently bi- 
metallism has been abandoned and super- 
seded by monetary systems based exclusive- 
ly on gold. ° 

Silver as currency in -the form of sub- 
sidiary @oins is used in pmactically all coun- 
tries of the world. However, in this case 
it is not the commodity value or the amount 


‘of pure silver in the various coins which 


determines their value, but the final ex- 
changeability into gold. Due to the ex- 
changeability of such subsidiary currencies 
into gold in countries on a gold standard, 
fluctuations of silver prices hdve no bearing 
upon the value of these currencies. 


In countries such as China, which for all 
practical purposes is on a silver standard, 
silver is “‘money”’ and the purchasing power 
of its various silver species is fixed by the 
weight of silver contained in these coins. 
The condition of the silver market largely 
determines how much a Chinese merchant 
has to pay for his imports in taels, sycees 
and other forms of currency. Therefore 
China has been the greatest sufferer from 
the decline in silver prices. 

Internally the lessened value of silver as 
measured in terms of gold would be of no 
great significance and the much discussed 


impoverishment of China has taken place 
only with relation to the outside world, ex- — 


clusive, of course, of political developments 
in that young Republic. In this connection 
it must .not be forgotten that Chirfa, as all 
other countries, pays for its imports with 
exports which are valued on the world mar- 
kets in terms of gold and not of silver. 

* « 4 

Conditions in India, the second largest 
consumer of silver, are somewhat similar. 
In this country as well*as in China, the 
people’s savings are hoarded in the form of 
silver. The total amount of such hoardings 
is estimated for China at 3,000,000,000 
ounces and for India at 5,000,000,000 
ounces. On the basis of our standard of 
measuring purchasing power, these amounts 
and all the wealth of Chin and India, ex- 
clusive of actual gold, decreased by about 
40 per cent since the beginning of 1930, but 
ofly in relation to outside countgies, and 
not absolutely. 

India’s monetary system differs from that 
of China inasmuch as in 1926 that country 
was placed on a gold basis. However, the 
every-day business is still reckoned in silver 
and the people continue to think in terms 
of silver. The change of India to the, gold 
standard @mvolved the ultimate disposal of 
between 300,000,000 and 400,000,000 ounces 
of excess stock of silver and its exchange 
against gold to maintain the reserves re- 
quired under the present gold Bullion stand- 
ard. These large amounts of demonetized 
silver, together with sales by other Mations 
of silver no more needed for monetary pur- 


poses, have largely contributed to the 
drastig decline of prices for this metal. 
. * * 


While there is no question that’ the de- 
cline in silver prices has largely affected 
world trade with the Far East, it is also 
true that political and economic conditions 
in these countries are an important factor 
for the fall in prices. 

Many schemes have recently been ad- 
vanced to remedy the situation, and it is 
not without interest to note that most of 
these plans have been set forth by people 
directly or indirectly interested“in silver 
production and not in foreign trade, nor 
have they been originated by the countries 
themselves affected.

While under prevailing circumstances this 
is no more than a pious hope, the re-estab- 
lishment of political and economic order in 
China would eventually make such a change 
possible and thereby bring the monetary 
systems of the entire civilized world on a

Summary of Nine Articles. 


The nine articles reported to the

CONVICTED OF KILLING 
UNIDENTIFIED MAN 


Mobile Garage Man _ Faces 
Prison in Indiana for Burn- 
ing Body in Auto.

— Convicted of voluntary man- 
slaughter for the death of an un- 
identified man whor2 body he 
admitted burning in his auto- 
mobile near here last May, Harold 
Herbert Schroeder, Mobile, Alz., 
faces a 2-to-21l-year term in Indiana 
State prison. Judge Frank P. 
Baker, who presided at the trial fn 
Criminal Court, will pronounce sen- 
tence Monday morning. 

The verdict was reached by a 
jury after three hours and 35 min- 
utes of deliberation. The case was 
given to the jurors at 3 p. m. yes- 
terday after 11 days of testimony 
and argument. The State had 
sought conviction of first degree 
murder and imposition of the death 
penalty. 

Ira M. Holmes, defense counsel, 
announced he would not file any 
motions to set aside the verdict, 
but said he would confer today 
with Schroeder's relatives. 

Only three witnesses were pre- 
sented in defense of the 35-year- 
old mobile garage man, against 37 
used by the state. In addition to 
its technical plea of insanity, the 
defense stressed Schroeder’s own 
story, brought out in state testi- 
mony, that the man was 
killed when Schroeder’s automo- 
bile went into a ditch .35 miles 
west of Terre Haute, Ind. and 
that, fearing he would be accused 
of murder, he drove back toward 
Indianapolis and set the automo- 
bile afire. 

The state contended Schroeder 
intended it to be assumed he him- 
self died in the fire, so he could 
resume his life under another 
name. Testimony of a deputy 
Coroner tended to show the victim 
was stabbed before. his body was 
burned, and former Sheriff Wink- 
ler said Schroeder admitted the 
hitch-hiker moaned just before he 
set fire to the car containing the 
body.

Dr. A. W. Westrup’s Action 
Follows Rejection of His 
Staff Recommendation. 


Di. arthur W. Westrup of Web- 
ster Groves resigned as temporary 
s"perintendent of the new St. Louis 
“ounty Hospital today. In his let- 
ter to the County Court he did not 
the @ reason, but asked to have 


the resignation become effective 
upon the appointment of a succes- 
sor. He had served without com- 
pensation since Aug. 8, 1929, to 
supervise * construction and equip- 
ping of the institution, which the 
county hopes to begin using next 
May. 

It was understood when he was 
appointed that he would not serve 
as superintendent after the hos- 
pital was opened. The resignation 
followed rejection by the court of 
Dr. Westrup’s recommendations as 
to the selection of a permanent su- 
perintendent and medical staff. 
He had presented to the Court last 
Friday a tentative staff list of 60 
doctors, prepared by a committee 
of six members of the County Med- 
ical Society and at the same time 
he told the Court orally that mem- 
bers of the society concurred in his 
recommendation of Dr. F. C. E. 
Kuhlmann of Webster Groves as 
superintendent. 

The medical committee also rec- 
ommended Mrs. L. G. Parrish for 
superintendent of nurses and Mrs. 
Anna Blankemeier as her assist- 
ant. Dr. Westrup’s report stated 
that the chiefs of the various med- 
ical services of the staff should 
elect the chief of staff. 

Presiding Judge Wehmeyer of 
the County Court agreed with Dr.

S. S. Discovery Averages 182 
Miles a Day on Way to 
Hobart, Tasmania. 


By SIR DOUGLAS MAWSON.

ABOARD THE S&S. S. DISCOV- 


ERY, in the Antarctic, March 9.— 


Having arrived in the belt of west- 
erly winds which extend around the 
southern hemisphere between Lat. 
40 and Lat. 60, our vessel is making 
splendid progress under sail. 

Noon-to-noon runs of 182 miles 
have been recorded during the last 
few days. This is considerably 
more than our steiming capacity. 
Since the first of the month the 
winds have all been favorable for 
our rapid progress toward Hobart, 
Tasmania. 

In order to better ballast the ves- 
sel, all movable gear has been sent 
helow as near the Keel as possible. 
With the same object. ashes from 
the boilers for weeks past have been 
stowed in the holds after wetting 
and bagging. . 

March opened with brilliant au- 
rora displays on several successive 
evenings. Then came an anxious 
period of violent and protracted 
storms while the wind ranged from 
55 to 70 miles an hour for three 
days. An immense sea was worked 
up, which, owing to its light condi- 
tion, the ship plunged and rolled 
about extraordinarily, the seas oc- 
casionally filling the waist almost 
level from bulwark to bulwark. 

This splendid vessel, when well 
handled and given a reasonable 
amount of ballast is safe enough in 
a storm. Our anxiety, however, lay 


gale in the night hours, rendered 
impenetrably dark by the driving 
sleet and.the pall-of clouds over- 
head, the little vessel had to run 
a gauntlet of random icebergs. For- 
tunately, under the hand of Provi- 
dence, all ended well. 

Today, in latitude 48, longitude 
114, an excellent series of data wus 
obtained from the surface to the 
bottom in, 2100 fathoms. Marine 
life, however, was found unusually 
scarce which no doubt accounted 
for the almost entire absence in 
this neighborhood of bird life ex- 
cept occasional wandering alba- 
trosses.

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS | 
TO INCREASE TUITION FEES 


Effective in September, Students 
Living in State Will Pay $70; 
Outsiders $125 a Year, 

By the Associated Press. 

CHAMPAIGN, IIl., March 13.— 
Students at the University of Illi- 
nois will pay increased fees next 
year, President Harry Woodburn 
Chase announces. Addressing 
members of the general assembly, 
on their regular biennial inspec- 
tfon of the university, President 
Chase said last night students who 
are residents of the State will pay 
a fee of $35 each semester, or half- 
year, instead of $25, the current 
fee, and that students who are 
residents of other states will pay 
$62.50 a semester, instead of 
$37.50, éffective next September. 

The president said the univer- 
stiy’s trustees had decided to ask 
the Legislature for $11,730,000 for 
the next two years, er $300,000 less 
than it appropriated in 1929. The 
reduction was decided on to meet 
economies urged by Gov. Emmer- 
son. The increase in fees was the 
“most logical source of obtaining 
badly needed funds,” he asserted. 

Dr. Chase advised the legisla- 
tors the university would establish 
next year a QGollege of Fine and 
Applied Arts, co-ordinating the 
work of the School of Music, De- 
partments of Art and Design, and 
Architecture, and the divisions of 
landscape architecture and city 
planning. 


BRITAIN INVITES GANDHI 
TO CONFERENCE IN LONDON 


New Attempt to Be Made in Fall to 
Work Out Dominion 
Status for India.

LONDON, March 13.—The Brit- 
ish Government is extending an in- 
Vitation to Mahatma Gandhi, lead- 
er of the Indian Nationalists, to 
come to London soon and partici- 
pate in further negotiations toward 
granting qualified dominion status 
to India. 

Concluding debate on India® in 
the House of Commons last night, 
Premier MacDonald announced 
that a second round table confer- 
ence would be held in London in: 
the fall, and that prior to that time 
the Federal Structure Committee of 
the first conference would meet 
here. 

“It is expected,” MacDonald said, 
“that members of the Indian Na- 
tionalist Congress will come as del- 
egates to the earlier meeting, and 
that Mr. Gandhi will be one of 
them.” 


The Prime Minister’s announce- 
ment was made after the attitude 
of the opposition parties toward In- 
dia had been considerably clarified 
.by. Sanley Baldwin, Conservatice 
leader, who repledged himself and 
his workers to try to work out a 


solution of India's problems.

A Larger Use of Fish and Veg- 
etable Meals Features 
~ Lenten Ménus. 


In ptanning marketing for Sun- 
day this week, buy a piece of shoul- 
der, loin or leg for the veal roast. 
Shouldet will be the least expen- 
sive, but there will be a@ greater 
proportion of waste than in a cut 
from the center of the leg. There- 
fore allow for this. Have all or 
part of the bone removed so that 
the meat may be stuffed. Veal has 
very little flavor of itself and 
needs a well seasoned dressing, or 
to be larded with narrow strips of 
fat salt pork to give it flavor. De- 
pend on the lemon stuffing. This 


broken stale bread with boiling wa- 
ter, then draining off the water and 
mashing the bread until fine. Add 
the grated rind of one lemon, one- 
third cup lemon juice, one-half ' 
teaspoon paprika, one-fourth cup 
minced parsley, two teaspoons 
minced chives or onions, salt and 
pepper to season and one beaten 
egg. When mixed add one-fourth 
cup melted fat and two tablespoons 
fine, dry breadcrumbs. Stuff the 
meat with this and roast in the 
usual way. Allow 30 minutes for 
each pound of veal and baste fre- 
quently. Roast in a hot over—450 
degrees—until the meat is seared, 
then reduce the heat to 325 degrees 
and continue cooking. 

Whatever meat is left from Sun- 
day may be utilized in the veal and 
rice loaf served Monday. 

Grilled ‘sardines are nice for 
Sunday supper. There are several 
varieties of sardines on the market, 
but for grilling or broiling, small 
ones packed in oil are best. Two 
cans will be needed for four peo- 
ple. 

Prunes should be included in 
Saturday’s fruit order, as these are 
used for Monday’s luncheon salad. 
Cover the prunes with cold water 
and ‘heat very slowly to the | boil- 
ing point, then simmer for 20 
minutes, sweeten slightly and 
cool. For the salad, drain some 
of the prunes, cut a slit in’ the 
side of each and slip out the pit. 
Stuff with a nutmeat or a little 
cream cheese and serve three 
prunes and half a sliced orange 
for each portion. 

Fish cakes may be used to make 
Tuesday’s lunch. Fish cakes are 
crisper and more appetizing if they 
are fried in deep fat. The salad 
dressing served on the lettuce 
hearts at this same meal is made 
by adding one-half cup orange 
pulp to one-fourth cup mayon- 
naise and then folding in one-half 
cup whipped cream and enough 
sugar to sweeten slightly. 

A recipe for vegetable chowder 
is included in this week's usual 
recipe column, but here is a sug- 
gestion for those who find the 
use of canned soups more conve- 
nient. Make chowder .by adding 
one-half cup boiled diced potatoes 
to a can of vegetable soup and us- 
ing milk instead of water to thin, 
it. 

An increasing array of the early 
spring fruits and vegetables are 
making their appearance on the 
market stands, among them new 
potatoes, fresh young peas, early 
hot-house cucumbers, . radishes, 
strawberries, rhubarb, pineapples, 
hot-house tomatees, etc. Use these 
occasionally for they are an excel- 
lent means of stimulating or tempt- 
ing finicky appetites. 

Added vegetable meals and a 
larger use of fish is planned ~~ in 
the menus for those who follow the 
observance of Lent.

Those who are able to make use 
of the many varieties of frésh, salt 


found in most markets find ‘the | 
task less difficult, and there are in 
addition many delicious combina- 
tions of vegetables, especially the 
dried ones—pease, beans and lentils 
—and dozens and dozens of ways 
of using eggs. 

By using a little ingenuity and by 
giving some thought and care to 
the task, the job of preparing meals 
that will. please the family need 
not be too difficult. Aside ffom 
the dried and fresh vegetables, 
grains, fresh fish, eggs and cheese, 
work in occasionally some of the 
dried and smoked fish. Canned fish 
are likewise always available. 

Fish Roe Patties. 

Drain a can of fish roe, put in 
a bowl] and add one-half teaspoon 
salt, pepper to season, one tea- 
spoon minced chives or onion 
sprouts, one beaten egg and one 
tablespoon fine bread or cracker 
crumbs. Mix well. Heat a frying 
pan and add fat to make about 
one-fourth inch deep in the pan. 
Cut tomatoes in thick slices, season 
with salt and pepper and roll in|, 
flour. Saute in the fat until 
brown, then remove to a hot plat- 
ter Drop the roe mixture from a 
tablespoon into round patties in 
the fat and cook until firm and 
brown on one side. Cook on the 
other side and arrange on the plat- 
ter with the tomatoes.: Garnish 
with watercress and serve with 
baked potatoes and buttered peas. 

Coddled Oodfish. 

Soak one-half pound salt cod- 
fish overnight in cold water ‘to 
cover, drain, cover with fresh cold 
water and heat slowly to the boil- 
ing point. Simmer for 25 minutes 
or until very tender. Drain and 
flake the fish. Put in a double 
boiler, sprinkle with -two. table- 
spoons minced parsley, one-half 
teaspoon paprika and a little pep- 
per. Beat three eggs, add three- 
quarters cup thin cream and one- 
half teaspoon salt. Pour over the 
fish and cook in a double boiler, 
without stirring until the egg mix- 
ture is firm like custard. Make a 
border of flaky boiled rice on a 
hot platter, turn the fish out to 
fill the center and serve hot with 
@ green vegetable. 

Herrings. 

Remove fish from can and ar- 
range on a platter that may be 
put in oven, sprinkle with pepper, 
brush over with lemon juice and 
melted butter, and pour over liquor 
left in can; heat thoroughly and 
garnish with parsley and lemon. 

Broiled Finnar Haddie. 

Broil in a greased broiler until 
brown on both sides, remove to a 
pan and cover with hot water, let 
stand ten minutes, drain and place 
on platter. Spread with butter 
and sprinkle with pepper; garnish 
with parsley.

The familiar baked beans wheth- 
er of the homemade variety or the 
ready-to-serve kind bought in cans 
have many uses. 

They may be served “au natural,” 
but they also make a delicious 
thick chowder which, served with

The main dish is a combination 
of spaghetti baked with cheese, to- 
matoes and bacon, but so arranged 
that it looks like a far more ambi- 
tious dish. Raw, crisp celery pro- 
vides an appetizing contrast in tex- 
ture and the salad should be served 
with a plain French dressing. If 
liked, add a touch of garlic to the 
dressing and mix the salad at the 
table. Make or buy the pie, as 
preferred. If skeptical of the abil- 
ity to make good pie crust, you can 
buy ready-mixed pie crust at the 
grocery which will make a pie that 
will equal any that mother ever 
made, 

Spaghetti Plate. 

Break half a package of spaghet- 
ti in small pieces and cook in boil- 
ing salted water for 10 minutes or 
until tender. »Drain, add one cup 
milk, two tablespoons flour, one.’ 
quarter cup grated cheese and two 
tablespoons butter. Stir  antil 
thickened and creamy, then pour 
into a greased baking pan. Sprin- 
kle a layer of grated cheese Over 
the top. Cut two tomatoes in half 
and place cut. side up on the spa- 
ghetti. Sprinkle lightly with salt 
and pepper and bake in a hot oven 
for 15 minutes. Then place thin 
strips of bacon over the tomatoes, 
or use slices of sausage meat, and 
cook -five.to 10 minutes longer or 
until the meat is done. 

For rving arrange the toma- 
toes . the bacon or sausage on 
one side of the plate, the spaghetti 
on the other and garnish with wa- 
tercress or parsley. 

Salad served in the French style 
is most acceptable with such a 
hearty dish as this. Wash lettuce, 
shake to free from moisture and 
crisp in the icebox. At dinner 
time put the lettuce in a bow! that 
has, preferably, been rubbed with 
a cut piece of garlic, pour three 
tablespeons salad oil down the side 
of the bow!, put one-quarter tea- 
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of ground ‘pa and each halt 
cup of creamed buttcr. 

Cut bread very thin. To avoid 
waste spread the filling with re- 
gard to the part of each slice that 
will be used. If the sandwiches are 
to be rolled it is best to spread 
them on the loaf and slice each 
piece with a heavy sharp knife.

the home cook to experiment in 
preparing dishes that feature 
grapefruit for even thé oldest in- 
habitant has not the temerity to 
talk about those other days when 
grape fruit was cheaper in price 
and more plentiful than it is at this 
present time. As a matter of rec- 
ord, there never was a time when 
this tasty and appetizing citrus fruit 
could be. purchased in this market 
as cheap as it has been offered 
the past few weeks. 

In these days of food enlight- 
ment it is scarcely necessary to di- 
late on the food value of grape- 
fruit. Like all the citrus fruits, it 
is appetizing end wholesome and 
has the advantage of the system 
oxidizing the greater part of the 
fruit acid into a base. Thus the 
acid tends to reduce rather than 
increase the general acidity ofthe 
system. : 

The home cook who desires to 
use grapefruit in combination 
dishes, can try grapefruit pie, salad, 
fruit cup and desserts such as 
whips, creams and molded gelatine 
puddings. 

Besides serving grapefruit in its 
natural state with sugar, the juice 
is often extracted and served at the 
beginning of the meal for an ap- 
petizer. 

Grapefruit is especially suitable 
for salads. ; 

Florida Tomato Salad. 

Wash the tomatoes, peel and cut 
a thin slice from the stem end. 
Scoop out the pulp and mix with 
grapefruit pulp, chopped celery 
and green pepper. Fill the cavities 
of the tomatoes with the mixture 
and top with mayonnaise. Serve on 
lettuce leaves. 

Grapefruit Mint Cup. 
Remove pulp from grapefruit 
and save all the pulp and {fuice. 
Chill thoroughly and add sugar to 
taste. Select enough mint sprigs 
to decorate each serving and place 
the remaind a bowl. Pour 
the grapefruit er the mint and 
Set the bowl in a cold place for an 
hour to allow the flavors to blend. 
Remove the mint and serve the 
fruit in sherbet or cocktail glasa. 
Decorate with a sprig of mint. 

If fresh mint is not available, 
the chilled grapefruit may be 
placed in individual glasses, and an 
after-dinner mint placed in the 
center of each. The fruit should 
be allowed to stand until the mint 
hag dissolved. Halved creme-de- 
menthe cherries may be used to 
furnish color. 

Grapefruit Canape. 

Separate grapefruit into sections 
removing all white membrane. 

Place a slice of pineapple on an 
individual serving plate. On the 
Pineapple arrange sections of the 
grapefruit to form a semi-circular 
mound. Decorate with a sprig of 
watercress or fresh mint. 


sion of cream pie. To make the 
cream filling use one cup grape- 
fruit, juice and pulp, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one cup sugar, 
one-half cup flour, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, one three-fourths cup 
boiling water, one tablespoon but- 
ter and two eggs. 

Place grapefruit and lemon fuice 
in a double boiler and bring to 
bolling point. Mix and sift dry in- 
gredients; add to grapefruit with 
butter and cook until thick. Then 
add bolling watér and slightly beat- 
en egg yolks and cook one minute 
longer. When cool pour into cold 
baked crust. Cover with meringue 
made with egg whites, one-quarter 
teaspon baking powder and four 
tablespoons sugar. Brown under 
broiler or in a hot oven. 

Grapefruit Tarts, 
Make a rich pastry and bake fn 
tart shells. To make the filling use 
ome cup sugar, two tablespoons 
flour, three tablespoons corn 
starch, one tablespoon butter, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half cups water, three egg yolks, 
one-fourth cup orange juicé, one- 
third cup grapefruit juice, three 
egg whites, three-fourths teaspoon 
baking powder and six tablespoons 
granulated sugar. 
Sift dry ingredients into top of 
double boiler; stir in water and 
cook until thick and clear, 29 to 
25 minutes... Stir four tablespoons 
of hot mixture into alightly beaten 
egg yolks; add to mixture In dou- 
ble boiler and cook one minute 
longer. Remove from fire; add 
butter, lemon juice and rind; whip 
until mixed and set aside until 
cold. Turn ihto cold baked tart 
shells. Beat egg whites until 
frothy; add thvee-fourths teaspoon 
baking powder and beat until stiff 
and creamy; then fold in six ta- 
blespoons sugar. Spread on tarts 
and brown in slow oven. 

Frozen Grapefruit Cocktail. 

Three-fourths cup grapefruit 
pulp, two cups orange pulp, .one- 
half cup crushed pineapple and 
one and one-half to two cups pow- 
dered sugar. 
Drain pineapple and add to 
orange and grapefruit pulp. Add 
powdered sugar and stir until dis- 
solved. Pour into mold and pack 
in ice. Let stand for three hours 
until €rozen.

Nerves and Glands | 


' HAT makes both ends of a/ 
worm work together? Why 
do they not back up against 

each other? And, for that matter, 

what co-ordinates the activities of 
any living thing composed of many 
cells? : 

Co-ordination, the harmonious 
fitting in with one another of the 
numerous alized activities of 
many different masses of cells, 
makes life possible in the higher 
animals, Failure in. co-ordination 
is the cause Of disease and death. 

The most ready and common an- 
swer to the question of co-ordina- 
tion of activities is usually given 
in terms of nerves and the nervous_ 
system. It is a competent nervous | 
system that makes both ends of the 
worm work together. 

Split a worm into two parts, and | 
each part will, for a time at least, 
move separately still in harmony 
with the other segments. 

But nerves and a nervous system 
do not fully explain co-ordination. 
There is also a system of “glands 
of internal secretion” producing 
and pouring into the blood special- 
ized products known as hormones. 
These are as vitally important to 
life as an intact and competent | 
nervous system. 

Failure of certain of the glands 
of internal secretion gives rise to 
specific diseases, seriously affect- 
ing health, and not infrequently 
causing death. The over-activity 
of these glands also causes disease. 

Hormone-secreting glands and 
the nervous system therefore work 
together to achieve co-ordination 
of function in the higher animals. 
The hormones, products of the 
giands of internal secretion, appear 
to be chiefly concerned with the 
inner economy of the human body. 

The nervous system on the other 
hand, is principally concerned with 
the animal’s relation to the outer 
world.
